New Delhi, the 6th June 1953 

S.R.O. 227. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 1948), the Central Government hereby directs 
that the following further amendments shall be made in the National Cadet Corps 
Rules, 1948, and the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Rules, 1949, namely; — 

In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948:— 

1. For sub-rules (1) and (2) of rule 11, the following sub-rules shall be sub- 
stituted namely:— 

“(1) If the Commanding Officer does not reject the application, the applicant 
shall be accepted for enrolment in the Senior Division and shall be 
required to sign a declaration in Form I. If the applicant is a 
minor, his father or guardian shall also be required to sign a declara- 
tion provided in the form. 

(2) If the Headmaster does not reject the application, the applicant shall 
be accepted for enrolment in the Junior Division. The applicant 
shall be required to sign a declaration in Form II and his father or 
guardian shall also be required to sign a declaration in the form.” 

2. In Schedule I: — 

(a) in form I, under heading “Declaration on acceptance for enrolment", 

after the first paragraph, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

‘T do swear by Almighty God/solemnly affirm 

that I will as in duty bound honestly and faithfully serve in the 
National Cadet Corps abiding by the provisions of the National 
Cadet Corps Act and Rules and that I will, to the best of my ability, 
attend all parades and camps which I will be required to attend by 
my Commanding Officer.” 

(b) in Form II: — 

(1) in the heading “Declaration on acceptance for enrolment” for the word 
'Declaration’ the word “Declarations” shall be substituted. 

(ii) under heading ‘Declaration on acceptance for enrolment’ before the 
form of declaration by the father/ guardian, the following form of 
declaration by applicant shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“I do swear by Almighty God/solemnly affirm 

that I will as in duty bound honestly and faithfully serve in the 
National Cadet Corps abiding by the provisions of the National Cadet 
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Corps Act and Rules and that I will, to the best of my ability, 
attend all parades and camps which I will be required to attend by 
my Commanding Officer. 


Signature of applicant” 

In the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Rules, 1949: — 

1. In rule 9, for the words "If the Principal of the college does not reject the 
application, the applicant shall be accepted and shall be required to sign a declara- 
tion in Form I or If she is a minor, her father or guardian shall be required to 
sign such a declaration”, the words ‘‘if the Principal of the college does not reject 
the application, the applicant shall be accepted and shall be required to sign a 
declaration in Form I. If the applicant is a minor, her father or guardian shall 
also be required to sign a declaration provided in the form” shall be substituted. 

2. In Schedule I, in Form I, under the heading ‘Declaration on acceptance for 
enrolment’, after the existing paragraph, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“I do swear by Almighty God/solemnly affirm that I 

will as in duty bound honestly and faithfully serve in the National 
Cadet Corps abiding by the provisions of the National Cadet Corps 
Act and Rules (Girls Division) and that I will, to the best of my 
ability, attend all parades and camps which I will be required to 
attend by my Commanding Officer.

‘39. Absence without leave.— Any person subject to this Act who commits any

Amendment t 


In the said Bye-laws — 

1. In Bye-law 2 for the words “The site plan shall be drawn to a scale of 
not less than one twentieth of an inch to the foot” the words "The 
site plan shall be drawn to a scale not less than 20 feet to an inch 
for sites situated Inside the bazar areas and 50 feet to an inch for 
sites situated outside the bazar areas.” shall be substituted. 
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2. In bye-law 3 for the Note the following notes shall be substituted, namely: — 
•‘Note 1. — All new works shall be indicated on the plan by a distinctive 
colour and a key to be used shall be given thereon as detailed 


below — < 

Existing work in Black. 

Proposed work in Red. 

Demolition work in Yellow. 


Note 2. — All plans submitted for sanction under these Bye-laws must' De 
signed by a qualified Drafts man. Engineer or Overseer from any 
institution tecognised by the Government or by any other draftsman 
approved by the Cantonment Board, Jullundur.” 

3. For bye-law 7, the following bye-law shall be substituted, namely: — 

“7. (1) No latrine or refuse water pit shall be constructed within ten feet 
of s kitchen provided that where this is not practicable the applica- 
tion shall be considered on its merits, keeping the sanitary point in 
view. 

( 2 ) Ail kitchens and latrines provided for in the proposed buildings shall 
not be of less than the following minimum dimension, namely: — 

(a) Kitchen. 9'X7'X12\ 

(b) Latrine. 6'X‘i'XlO' (fly proof).” 

4. After bye-law 10, the following bye-laws shall be added, namely: — 

“11 Every building shall have a width of stairs of not less than three feet 
in each floor. 

12. Where a new building is to be erected for residential purposes it shall 

have an uncovered area equal to 25 per cent, of the total area. 
Buildings already constructed which do not have the requisite 25 
per cent, uncovered area shall not be permitted to cover any addi- 
tional area. 

13. Where the plans submitted are unintelligible, ambiguous, or are not 

in accordance with these bye-laws, the Executive Officer shall re- 
turn such plans to the applicant, giving his reasons in writing and 
until a correct plan is submitted the applicant shall be deemed not 
to have given the legal notice required by section 179 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924. 

14. Every notice under section 179 of the Cantonments Act, 1924, should 

reach the office of the Cantonment Board, Jullundur, on or before 
the 20th day of each month for consideration in the meeting of 
the Committee to be held in the month next following.”
